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provided two documents containing reports 
emmloyees o e hational Registrar in the Denartment of Boyaca, con= 
cerning the situation in the Llanos of Casenare. 


One is o letter, dated 24 Anril 1950, from o denartmental 7elegate of 

the National Registrar, Cesar Dimas Barrero, in which he transeribes 

& renort from one Carlos {cero at Tunja, Boyaca, Acero had annarentily 
been named the munieineal registrar at Zavatosa. Acero recounted how 

he had gone to take nossession of his offiee in Zanatosa on 16 Avril 

19°50 and had found the town deserted. The bodies of nine nolicemen and 
one woran were hancing from trees, We had found it difficult to travel 
about the area and vas insulted by the neonle, but since he carried 
recomendations from well-known peonle in the Llanos, he was not molested. 


The secon! is a letter to the Minister of Government, dated in Bopota 
on 3 May 1950, from Roberto Gomez ejia, an official of the Mational 
Registrar's office, The writer quoted two neraprants from a renort 
received from one of the delegates in the Denartment of Soyaea as 
follows: 


" ueveeeecohil the eastern cert of Boyaca extendines as far as 
the new Comisaria of Casanare is affected and the labor of the mnici-= 
nal registrars has beexne almost imnossible. They are either fleeing, 
or have not been able to reach their destinations, or have had to ree 
turn to Tunja to report on the situation in those regiors, It is, 
therefore, futile to try to register these “eorle, an. I think it is 
useloss to try to sustain these heroie finetionaries in a nosition 
which is commoletely lacking in effoctive object, 


Noeeseesounttman life has no value whatsoever in the municinal- 
ities of Pisba, Manare, Tamara, creno, Labragzagrande, Recetor, Sacama, 
ani Chameza, The armel Liberal revolutionaries enter the town » burn, 
murder, ani commit all kinds of crimes, leaving everywhere desolatioa 
and ashes, ‘Sometimes it is the police who enter in the sane manner, 
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murder, burn, and vernetrate horrible disasters. Frankly one doesn't 
know whether it is the tormented and versecuted Liberals who defend 
themselves ageinst the police and exercise vengeance or if it is the 
contrary, that is to say, if the police, nerseeuted and assassinated 
by the Liberals of the lianos, are only carrying out such renrisals 

as they consider just. It is not a rare thing to ass through a small 
towm and see the bodies of nolicemen and revolutionaries hanging from 
trees," 
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
